Mr,  Chairman,  My  Lady,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  ihmual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1960, 

The  Registrar  General*  s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  of  the 
District  is  21,680,  an  increase  of  190  over  1959#  The  natural  increase  of 
population,  i, e.  the  net  gain  of  births  over  deaths  was  235* 

The  vital  statistics  do  not  differ  significantly  from  previous  years,  and 
compare  favourably  with  the  National  figures  for  England  and  V/ales, 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  v/as  again  Iotj-,  and  no  serious 
notifiable  diseases  v^rere  reported, 

following  Sir  xirton  Uilson’ s  interesting  report  on  "Caravans  as  Homes" 
Tihich  Ytras  published  in  1959,  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  -act, 
i960,  was  enacted,  and  welcomed  by  most  Local  -authorities  for  giving  thorn  more 
control  over  conditions  both  in  the  caravans  themselves  and  on  the  sites. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  in  time  the  .ixct  will  eventually  lead  to  improved 
conditions  for  the  majority  of  caravan  dwellers,  although  overcrowding  of 
individual  caravans  is  sure  to  occur  until  the  supply  of  permanent  houses  catche 
up  with  the  demand,  and  most  caravans  make  most  unsuitable  accommodation  for 
young  children. 
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Caravan  sites  do  not  appear  to  receive  a  high  degree  of  priority  frora 
the  Planning  Authority,  and  as  a  result  in  many  cases  planning  pernission  for 
a  lijaited  tine  only  is  given.  In  such  cases  it  is  difficult  for  the  Council 
to  ineist  on  large  capital  expenditure  by  the  site  operator,  in  order  to 
comply  with  the  site  conditions  which  arc  required  under  Section  3  of  the  ^ict, 
in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  occupants  of  the  caravans. 

During  the  year,  the  Sluju  Clearance  programme  continued  steadily,  and 
in  addition  the  housing  situation  in  the  District  was  greatly  helped  by  the 
large  num.ber  of  improvement  grants,  both  discretionary  and  standard,  made 
by  the  Council  to  the  ov/ners  of  sub- standard  properties  and  also  by  the 
substantial  amount  of  building  of  houses  during  the  year  by  the  Council  itself, 
and  also  by  private  enterprise. 

Once  again,  I  have  to  tnank  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his 
report  on  the  sanitary  circuxostances  of  the  District,  also  all  tlie  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  continued  assistance  during  the  year  - 
especially  my  secretary.  Miss  M,  B,  Lomaan,

their  co-operation  and  encouragement.

Live  hirths  registered  d\jring  19^0  amounted  to  427  >  218  boys  and 
209  girls.  The  live  Birth  Rate,  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution  by  the 
Registrar-General's  comparability  factor  was  20,5  per  thousand  population. 

The  rate  for  Englandand  ITales  in  19^0  was  17.1  per  thousand, 

(b)  Still  Birth  Rate 

The  nutber  of  still-births  was  10,  giving  a  still  birth  rate  of 
22,9  per  thousand  total  births  (live  and  still).  The  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  was  19«8  per  thousand  total  births  (live  and  still), 

(c‘)  Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  192,  110  males 
and  82  females. 

This  gives  a  local  death  rate,  corrected  by  the  Registrar-General's 
con^arability  factor  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  8,7  per  thousand  xiopulation. 
This  again  compares  favourably  vd-th  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  11,5 
per  thousand. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  proportionately 

1,  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  -  70  deaths  (36c>5%)« 
of  TAhidh  23  de  ths  were  due  to  coronary  artery  disease, 

2,  Cancers  of  various  types  accounted  for  24)  deaths  (20,8^o)  of  vdiich 

3  deaths,  2  men  and  1  woman  v/ere  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus, 

Dixring  the  yean,  the  preliminary  report  of  a  study  of  the  Patterns  of  Cancer 
Mortality  in  57  areas  in  the  Wessex  and  South-West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Board  Areas  by  Nash  and  Payne  was  published. 
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The  results  shoY/  that  in  the  Kingsclore  and  vVliitchurch  Rural  District  the 
cancer  mortality  for  both  sexes  together  and  separately  at  all  ages  shov/ 
statistically  significantly  low  rates*  The  other  districts  showing 
significantly  low  rates  in  the  area  v;ere  Basingstoke  Municipal  Borough, 
G-hildford  Rural  District,  Epsom  and  Ev/ell  Mmicipal  Borough,  Banstead  Urban 
District,  Nev/port  (isle  of  Wight)  Municipal  Borou^. 

3*  Apoplexies  or  vascular  lesions  of  the  central,  nervous  system  accomted 
for  21  deaths  (lOe^o), 

4*  Respiratory  diseases  accounted  for  10  deaths 

In  addition,  there  Y/as  1  death  from  influenza,  and  10  cases  of 
accidental  death,  of  whida  2  were  associated  with  motor  vehicles. 

No  deaths  resulted  frorp.  the  infectious  diseases  of  childliood. 

Infantile,  Neonatal  and  Early  Neonat&l  Mortality 

Ten  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  were  recorded  in  19^0,  giving  an 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  23*4  pe^r  'thousand  live  births. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 

Thd  perinatal  mortality  ra.te  -vliidi  is  the  sum  of  the  still  births  and 
the  early  neonatal  deaths  per  thousand  births  (live  and  still),  stands  at 
36.6  per  cent  conpiared  vd-th  32,9  cent  for  England  and  Wales, 
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Infectious  and  Allied  Diseases 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  v/as  again  low  in  19^0,  and 
the  follov.dng  notifications  vrere  received  during  the  year,  the  age  and  sex 
distribution  "being  shown  in  tabular  form  in  Appendix  ’B’.

There  were  2  incidents  of  food  poisoning,  one  of  which  in  a  factory 
canteen  at  Overton,  v;as  confinfled  as  being  due  to  infection  'with  Staphylococcal 
toxin,  and  in  wiiioh  9  of  the  18  cases  vrere  involved. 

The  other  9  cases,  notified  as  suspected  food  poisoning,  but  never 
confirmed,  occurred  in  a  family  incident  in  St,  Mary  Bourne,  The  symptoms 
were  suggestive  of  another  Staphylococcal  infection,  and  all  patients  recovered 
rapidly.  Unfortunately  in  this  case  it  ■'.v'as  not  possible  to  pin  do\vn  the 

source  of  infection,  but  in  the  first  incident  the  infection  v^^as  found  to  be 
due  to  ham  v/hich  had  been  cooked  by  a  canteen  cook  vdio  had  infected  ulcers 
on  his  legs.

During  19^0,  the  Minister  of  Health  decided  to  extend  the  poliomyelitis 
vaccination  scheme  to  include  all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years,  except 
for  some  priority  groups  v/here  vaccination  v/as  offered  free  up  to  any  age* 

On  ti.e  vi/hole,  the  response  in  the  District  v/as  fairly  good,  though  not  so 
good  as  in  the  younger  age  groups  in  1959«

There  is  little  doubt  that  poliomyelitis  vaccination  has  influenced  the 
incidence  rate  of  the  disease  because  the  national  incidence  in  I960  v^as  the 
lov/est  for  15  years. 

Unfortunately,  the  protection  given /by  the  killed  vaccine  is  by  no  means 
permanent,  and  it  seems  thiat  booster  doses  v/ill  be  required  at  definite  intervals 
if  the  disease  is  to  be  kept  under  control.  During  the  year,  trials  were  made 
of  the  attenuated  living  vaccine  vfiich  is  given  orally  instead  of  by  infection, 
and  there  is  little  doubt  that  this  v/ill  one  day  be  the  accepted  method  of 
producing  immunity,  as  the  effects  are  probably  more  permanent. 
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Diphtheria.  V/hoopin^  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Imi'i-iuni.-sation  against  these  three  infections  v/as  continued  using  the  very 
popular  triple  antigen  most  frequently,  although  separate  antigens' were  sometimes 
employed  in  a  few  instances  against  diphtlieria  and  vdiooping  cough  either 
sep>arately  or  together. 

During  the  autumn  months,  the  Primary  Schools  v<rere  visited  and  "booster  doses 
given  to  those  children  whose  parents  consented,  and  who  had  entered  tine  schools 
during  the  previous  tvirelve  months. 

During  the  i^ast  few  years  occasional  outbreaks  of  diphtheria  seemio  he  on 
the  increase,  and  there  is  little  douht  that  the  acceptance  rate  of  this 
immunisation  has  tended  to  drop  throughout  the  country.  If  the  disease  is  to 
be  kept  under  control  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  not  less  than  70  per  oorxt, 
of  children  should  be  fully  x^i-otected  both  in  infancy  and  during  the  years 
at  school.

National  Health  bervice  Act,  1946, 

The  administration  of  these  devolved  services  is  carried  out  hy  the 
Andover  and  Kingsclere  District  health  Sub-Committee  of  the  County  Council, 

The  County  Council  is  the  Local  Health  Authority,  but  the  District  Health 
Sub-Committee  has  at  its  disposal  a  considerabl ..  amount  of  information  and 
knov/ledge  of  the  local  districts  and  an  important,  if  not  spectacular  side 
of  the  work,  is  the  appointment  of  district  nurses  and  midvvLves, 

Meetings  are  held  at  Andover  and  Kingsclere  in  8  months  of  each  year. 

Reports  are  submitted  on.  infectious  diseases,  births  and  deaths, 
inspection  of  nurseries,  immunisation  and  vaccination,  midvd-fery  and  matemity 
services,  home  help  services,  nursing  accommodation,  and  matters  of  health 
ianiDortance,  in  which  the  three  districts  have  a  common  interest. 

Each  District  Council  in  addition  to  three  nominated  Councillors,  appoints 
two  co-opted  members,  who  usually  represent  a  voluntary  organisation  such  as 
the  W,V, h,  ,  the  Red  Cross  or  St,  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  and  in  this  way 
valuable  assistance  is  obtained. 

During  the  year,  much  interest  was  taken  in  a  pilot  scheme  for  a 
Meals  on  Wheels  Service  for  old  people  in  the  Highclere  and  V/oolton  Hill  area, 
and  the  Sub-Committee  is  hoping  that  it  may  be  possible  to  extend  this  service 
to  cover  the  whole  area  in  due  course.  This  service  is  of  great  value  in 
preventing  malnutrition  in  elderly  laeople  living  alone  and  in  many  cases  enables 
tliem  to  retain  their  independence  in  their  own  homes,  thereby  r  educing  the  demand 
on  the  County  Welfare  Department  for  jnstitutional  care.

Samples  of  Milk  and  Milk  Containers 

27  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year,  together  with  30  samples 
of  milk  containers. 

One  routine  sample  and  3  special  samples  taken  from  one  farmers  milk, 
at  the  dairy,  failed  the  Methylene  Blue  test.  The  matter  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Milk  Production  Officer  at  V/inchester,  because  the  evidence 
pointed  to  dirt  in  the  milk  being  the  probable  reason  for  failure. 

Further  samples  token  from  this  source  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

This  one  case  involved  a  very  small  amount  of  the  total  milk  sold  in  the 
district,  and  therefore  does  not  detract  from  the  continued  high  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  our  milk  supplies.  The  case  does  prcve,  however,  llie  need  for 
regular  sampling  of  milk. 

Milk  Containers 

Except  for  a  single  case,  which  occurred  during  change  over  of  bottle 
washing  machines,  all  samples  v'f  milk  containers  proved  to  be  quite  satisfactory.

REFUSE 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Refuse  collection  which  is  carried  out  once  per  week  throughout  the 

Rural  District  is  a  ’’Kerbside"  collection,  altiicugh  in  the  case  of  very  old 

people  living  on  their  own, and  invalids,  arrangements  are  made  upon  request 

for  the  refuse  bins  to  be  collected  from  the  back  doors. 

The  Council*  s  fleet  of  refuse  frei^ters  nov/  consist  of  5  vehicles, 

details  of  which  are  as  follows; -

One  of  the  Chelsea  type  side  loaders  is  used  aa.  a  stand-by  vehicle  and  is 

also  brought  into  use  to  cope  with  holiday  periods. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  means  of  dumping  in  large  pits.  This  is,  of 

copirse  not  the  ideal  method,  the  best  method  being  controlled  tipping  in  which 

the  refuse  is  deposited  in  layers  not  exceeding  4*  6"  deep,  each  load  being 

covered  as  soon  as  possible  after  being  tipped.  This  means  that  land  must  be 

obtained,  bulldozed  out  to  the  required  depth  and  the  soil,  so  ramoved,  used  for 

covering. 
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There  are  at  present  five  tips  in  use,  and  these  are  situated  at 
Juniper  Do-wn  (Stoke,  Ecchinswell  Road  (Kingsclere) ,  Oxford  Lane, (hshford  Hill) , 
Hurstboume  Park  and  the  other  at  Nutley  Bottom,  Ashe. 

The  labour  force  consists  of  one  spare  Loader- driver,  4  Loader- drivers, 

13  Loaders  (12  ftill-tirne  and  1  part-time),  and  3  tip-men.  Help  has  to  be  given 
occasionally,  by  drawing  labour  from  our  men  at  the  Depot,
